A  number  of  the  emperors  of  Rome  were  born  in  the  provinces  rather  than  in  the  City  itself  or 
Italy.  Philip  1  (244-249)  was  born  in  Arabia  and  rose  to  high  rank  under  Gordian  III,  being 
appointed  Praetorian  Prefect  after  the  death  of  Timistheus.  Gordian  III  was  not  yet  twenty 
when  Philip  deposed  him  and  had  him  murdered.  Having  made  a  peace  treaty  with  the 
Persians  and  thus  making  sure  of  his  eastern  borders,  he  returned  to  Rome.  In  his  reign  the 
thousandth  anniversary  of  Rome  occurred  in  248  and  was  the  occasion  of  great  celebrations 
and  games.  Many  of  the  animals  that  appeared  in  the  latter  were  featured  as  a  special  series 
of  reverse  types  on  Philip’s  coinage. 

The  last  years  of  Philip’s  short  reign  were  spent  dealing  with  several  aspirants  to  the  purple. 
He  took  the  field  personally  against  Trajan  Decius  and  was  defeated  near  Verona  where  both 
he  and  his  son,  Philip  II,  met  their  deaths.  The  sestertius  we  feature  on  the  front  cover  (C  489) 
gives  a  good  representation  of  an  emperor  of  Rome  who,  like  so  many  of  those  who  achieved 
the  pinnacle  in  the  second  and  third  centuries  by  their  own  merits,  fell  to  an  even  more 
ambitious  successor.

The  ermine  privy  mark  was  used  on  the  coins  of  Elizabeth  I  between  19  April  1572  and  30 
November  1573,  being  referred  to  in  the  indenture  for  the  period  as  the  ‘Powdred  Armyne’. 
Excluding  the  gold  coins,  the  ermine  appears  on  the  three-farthings  (dated  1572,  1572/2  -  the 
2  is  struck  upside  down  and  subsequently  corrected,  and  1573);  the  three-halfpence  (dated 
1  -72  and  1572/2);  the  three-pence  (dated  1572;  1572/2  and  1573)  and  the  sixpences  which 
are  tabulated  in  detail  below.  The  privy  mark  on  the  small  silver  (i.e.  |d,  ljd  and  3d)  is 
always  a  three-pointed  device  as  in  Fig.  1.  On  some  of  the  sixpences  the  privy  mark  is  con¬ 
siderably  different,  having  a  bulbous  pear-shaped  base  as  in  Fig.  2.

The  table  of  sixpences  following  this  note  is  arranged  in  chronological  order  and  shows  that 
the  three-pointed  ermine  was  replaced  by  the  bulbous  ermine  some  time  during  1572.  The 
reason  for  the  introduction  of  a  quite  distinct  variant  is  not  known,  nor  is  it  clear  why  the 
bulbous  ermine  was  used  exclusively  on  the  sixpence.  No  coins  have  been  traced  bearing  a 
bulbous  ermine  struck  over  the  three-pointed  mark  and  no  deterioration  has  been  detected  in 
the  three-pointed  device  which  might  have  led  to  a  new  puncheon  being  prepared. 

The  bulbous  ermine  mark  must  follow  the  three-pointed  ermine  for  two  reasons.  First,  no 
sixpences  dated  1573  have  been  traced  as  being  struck  using  the  three-pointed  ermine  and, 
second,  the  rare  sixpence  dated  1573  with  the  acorn  privy  mark  struck  over  ermine  has  the 
acorn  struck  over  a  bulbous  ermine. 

In  compiling  the  table  this  writer  has  used  photographs  from  the  Lockett  collection  has 
seen  and  checked  the  relevant  coins  from  the  National  Collection  in  the  British  Museum,  has 
checked  coins  offered  for  sale  by  most  of  the  major  dealers  for  a  considerable  period  and  has 
checked  his  own  specimens.  Of  the  various  1572  varieties  it  would  appear  that  the  1572 
sixpence  with  the  bulbous  ermine  on  both  sides  is  the  most  common.  One  of  these  coins 
(Lockett  Lot  4105,  coin  20)  has  two  bulbous  ermine  privy  marks  on  the  reverse.  One  is  in  the 
normal  position  and  the  other  is  situated  in  the  top  fork  of  the  cross. 

As  most  sixpences  bearing  the  ermine  privy  mark  are  very  common  the  writer  would 
appreciate  other  interested  collectors  and  dealers  checking  their  own  coins  to  verify  the 
details  in  the  following  table  and  perhaps  adding  any  further  observations.

A  FLIGHT  OF  FANCY 

PETER  GILMORE 


I  have  been  told  by  one  or  two  people  that  the  ‘coin'  here  illustrated  is  the  product  of  the 
imagination  of  some  unknown  Victorian,  who  presumably  thought  that  the  Seleucids  ought  to 
have  produced  a  large  bronze  coin  of  this  kind.  As  for  provenance  it  came  to  me  from  a 
friend  who  in  turn  was  presented  with  it  in  what  was  then  Portuguese  Guinea. 

As  for  the  coin  itself  it  is  quite  well  formed  on  a  flan  of  variable  thickness  but  about  2  mm. 
The  diameter  is  34  mm.  and  seemingly  ii  is  bronze.  The  king’s  bust  appears  to  have  been 
draped  but  in  what  it  is  impossible  to  say.  Elis  crown  is  of ‘Christmas  Cracker’  type  and  the 
inscription  reads  ‘BAIIAEA  EEAEYKOY’  {sic)  and  the  whole  composition  has  an  Indo- 
Greek  feel  about  it.  The  reverse  shows  eleven  rather  odd  looking  cows(?)  grazing.  In  the 
exergue  are  the  letters  TCA’  (a  date  in  the  Egyptian  style?),  the  whole  being  surrounded  by  a 
border  of  dots.  There  is  a  curiosity  about  the  dots,  one  or  two  of  them  being  incuse  not  raised 
like  the  remainder,  as  though  all  had  been  incised  and  then  filled. 

I  can  say  nothing  further  about  this  curiosity  but  would  very  much  like  to  be  enlightened!

Illustrated  is  a  low  value  bronze  coin  of  the  city  mint  of  Cologne  in  Germany  -  but  what  a 
fascinating  coat-of  arms  on  the  obverse.  The  double-headed  eagle  stands  for  the  Holy  Roman 
Empire,  to  which  Cologne  belonged,  her  Archbishop  being  one  of  the  Electors.  The  shield  on 
the  body  of  the  eagle  consists  of  two  parts.  At  the  top  being  three  gold  crowns  on  a  red 
ground;  and  the  bottom  eleven  red  ‘flames'  on  a  silver  ground. 

The  crowns  are  there  to  represent  the  Wise  Men,  known  to  history  as  the  Magi,  who 
followed  the  star  to  Bethlehem  to  see  the  Baby  Jesus.  Though  the  number  is  not  stated  in  St. 
Matthew's  Gospel,  tradition  says  that  there  were  three  of  them;  and  in  the  Middle  Ages  they 
came  to  be  thought  of  as  being  Kings.  Their  reputed  bones  were  carried  from  Rome  to 
Cologne  in  1 164,  and  placed  in  the  Cathedral  of  Cologne.  This  w'as  the  age  of  relic  collecting; 
it  was  a  triumph  for  a  German  city  to  obtain  the  relics  of  such  importance  and  Cologne 
became  a  great  centre  of  pilgrimage. 

The  eleven  ‘flames'  are  actually  drops  of  blood  and  represent  a  really  fascinating  medieval 
religious  legend  -  they  w'ould  believe  anything  in  those  days!  The  story  goes  that  the  hand  of 
St.  Ursula,  daughter  of  the  King  of  Cornwall,  was  sought  in  marriage  by  a  neighbouring 
prince.  Not  wishing  to  marry,  she  asked  that  before  the  ceremony  took  place  she  might  go  on 
a  three  year's  pilgrimage  -  i.e.  on  a  world  cruise,  only  one  did  not  call  it  that  in  those  days. 
She  was  allowed  to  go  with  eleven  thousand  maidens  as  companions  and  they  travelled  in 
eleven  galleys.  Towards  the  end  of  their  journey  they  were  sailing  on  the  Rhine  near  Cologne 
when  they  encountered  a  horde  of  Huns  -  who  massacred  them  all.  The  eleven  drops  of  blood 
on  the  coat-of-arms  of  Cologne  represent  St.  Ursula  and  the  Eleven  Thousand  Holy  Virgins 
(they  became  'Holy  Virgins'  by  being  massacred!),  each  drop  standing  for  a  galley  full  of  girls 
and  a  little  bit  of  St.  Ursula.

Coins  in  Lincolnshire  Collections;  vol.  27  Sylloge  of  Coins  of  the  British  Isles.  By  Anthony 
Gunstone.  British  Academy.  Price  £25.00  +  postage. 

This  twenty-seventh  fascicule  in  the  SCBI  series  not  only  provides  an  illustrated  record  of 
coins  up  to  the  reign  of  Edward  I  in  the  collections  of  Lincolnshire  museums,  but  it  also 
serves  as  a  memorial  to  Sir  Francis  Hill  w'hose  generous  gift  of  his  collection  to  the  City  of 
Lincoln  in  1974  has  up-graded  the  Lincoln  City  and  County  Museum  collection  to  a  position 
of  major  importance  in  the  numismatic  field.  Appropriately,  the  donor's  portrait  faces  the  title 
page,  an  illustration  of  the  cast  bronze  plaque  by  Arthur  Loewental. 

The  museum  collections  included  are  the  various  collections  held  at  the  Usher  Gallery, 
Lincoln:  the  Hill  Collection,  those  of  the  Lincoln  City  and  County  Museum,  the  collection 
formed  by  the  late  James  Ward  Usher,  and  the  Grantham  Museum  coins.  Other  groups  are 
coins  from  the  collection  of  the  Spalding  Gentlemen's  Society,  Stamford  Town  Council,  the

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Lincoln  Archaeological  Trust  and  the  South  Lincolnshire  Archaeological  Unit.  The  coins  are 
illustrated  on  sixty-eight  plates  with  brief  descriptions,  weights  and  pedigrees  set  out,  usually 
on  the  opposing  pages. 

Divided  into  two  parts,  the  first  part  comprises  coins  from  the  mints  within  the  county: 
Caistor,  Lincoln,  Stamford  and  Torksey.  The  second  part  covers  coins  from  other  mints  and 
includes  Celtic  coins  from  the  Bargate,  Grimsby,  and  the  Scartho  hoards,  the  Anglo-Saxon 
hoard  from  Tetrey  and  the  Norman  hoard  from  South  Kyme.  There  is  an  interesting  group  of 
coins  from  the  Lincoln  Archaeological  Trust  excavations  at  West  Parade  (1971),  Flaxengate 
(1973-6),  Dane's  Terrace  (1974),  St  Paul-in-Bail  Church  (1975-8)  and  St  Mark’s  Church 
(1976).  Finally  there  is  a  brief  listing,  without  illustrations,  of  those  coins  now  at  Lincoln  from 
the  1 972  Henry  I  hoard  from  Melandry,  Lincoln,  which  will  be  published  in  full  in  due  course.

Sir, 

I  have  had  considerable  pleasure  in  studying  British  Historical  Medals  by  Mr  Laurence 
Brown,  and  now  write  to  make  suggestions  about  two  of  the  medals,  where  the  significance  is 
not  immediately  apparent. 

(i) .  No.  450.  The  Battle  of  the  Nile.  The  date  Nov.  29  1798  occurs  on  the  reverse  without 
explanation.  Nelson  was  at  this  time  Commander  of  the  Neapolitan  Fleet;  amid  wild  local 
enthusiasm  he  felt  bound  to  point  out  that  he  could  not  capture  Rome  by  sailing  up  the  Tiber. 
Nevertheless  it  seems  most  unlikely  that  without  his  presence  the  French  would  have  with¬ 
drawn,  and  enabled  King  Ferdinand  to  make  a  triumphal  entry  into  Rome  on  29th  Novem¬ 
ber,  1798. 

A  further  hint  that  this  may  be  the  event  commemorated  is  seen  at  the  top  of  the  reverse. 
The  rays  from  heaven  and  the  motto  SUB  HOC  SIGNO  VINCES  are  signs  seen  in  the  sky 
by  Constantine  the  Great  -  the  signs  which  converted  him  to  Christianity,  and  immediately 
preceded  his  victorious  entry  into  Rome. 

(ii) .  No.  527.  Union  of  Ireland  with  Great  Britain.  On  the  reverse  is  an  open  book  with  the 
Irish  Harp  and  the  figure  XIX.  It  is  now  suggested  that  the  XIX  refers  to  the  fact  that  the 
Union  of  1  January,  1801,  was  on  the  first  day  of  the  nineteenth  century.  The  idea  that  this  is 
a  date  is  supported  by  the  surrounding  serpent  with  its  tail  in  its  mouth;  this  is  sometimes  a 
symbol  of  eternity,  but  perhaps  used  here  to  denote  a  cycle  of  time;  the  serpent  device  is  used 
on  medals  82  and  571  to  surround  dates.  The  shield  held  by  Britannia  bears  the  Royal  Arms 
as  adopted  from  1  January,  1801  -  the  arms  of  France  being  omitted  as  a  gesture  in  the 
peace  negotiations  with  Napoleon.  Hopes  for  the  New  Era  must  have  been  high,  and  several 
of  the  medals  of  1801  demonstrate  this  optimism.

Ian  Stewart,  Tory  MP  for  Hitchin  and  PPS  to  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer,  has  received 
a  high  and  unusual  honour  for  a  politician.  He  was  last  week  elected  a  Fellow  of  the  British 
Academy  “for  distinction  in  numismatics.” 

I  cannot  recall  a  sitting  MP  having  become  a  FBA  since  Arthur  Balfour  and  John  Morley 
became  founder  members  in  1902,  one  as  a  philosopher,  the  other  as  an  historian. 

Stewart,  also  known  for  his  skill  at  real  tennis  and  rackets,  is  an  authority  on  British 
medieval  coinage.  He  began  collecting  at  the  age  of  five  with  a  memorable  bargain.  In  a 
grocer  s  shop  there  was  a  glass  jar  containing  old  coins  to  be  melted  down  for  a  war  charity. 
Little  Ian  spotted  one  that  had  tw'o  heads  on  it  —  a  William  and  Marv  halfpenny.  He  was 
allowed  to  take  it  in  return  for  a  current  penny  (old  style). 


‘Royalist*  coin  hoard  found.  Daily  Telegraph,  16  July 

A  hoard  of  more  than  300  silver  coins,  believed  to  have  been  hidden  by  escaping  Royalist 
soldiers,  has  been  unearthed  at  Weston  Subedge,  Glos.  They  were  found  by  Mr  Howard 
Middlicott,  a  builder,  in  a  two-inch  diameter  lead  tube  about  two  feet  below  the  floor  of  the 
village  hall.  The  coins,  dated  between  1566  and  1642,  have  been  handed  to  the 
Gloucestershire  coroner,  who  will  hold  an  inquest  to  determine  if  they  are  treasure  trove. 

£100,000  pot  of  gold  under  floor.  Daily  Telegraph,  14  July. 

A  pot  of  gold  sovereigns,  which  may  be  worth  £100,000,  has  been  uncovered  by  a  man  who 
decided  to  save  money  by  renovating  his  cottage  floor  by  himself.  Yesterday  Mr  Frank 
Bondon,  34,  was  told  he  could  keep  the  94  sovereigns  and  12  half-sovereigns,  all  in  mint  con¬ 
dition  dating  from  between  1817  and  1 825,  which  he  found  in  a  small  brown  pot. 

He  told  a  treasure  trove  inquest  at  Bottisham.  Cambs,  that  at  first  he  thought  the  pot  was  a 
piece  of  broken  china.  “But  then  there  was  a  chinking  noise  and  the  coins  cascaded  out.  They 
were  covered  in  dirt,  so  we  washed  them  and  they  gleamed.  We  realised  then  they  were  some¬ 
thing  quite  special.  The  inquest  jury  declared  the  find  treasure  trove  which  means  the  British 
Museum  will  be  asked  if  it  wants  any  of  the  coins,  but  will  have  to  pay  the  full  current  value. 


Sovereign  pence  of  Henry  VII 

I  wonder  whether  readers  of  the  Bulletin  could  assist  me  with  some  research  into  the 
sovereign  pence  of  Henry  VII,  in  particular  a  sub-variety  which  in  addition  to  the  usual 
ornate  fork-ends  has  on  each  bar  of  the  cross  between  the  shield  and  inner  circle  a  pair  of 
spurs  or  lozenge-shaped  ornament.  What  I  would  like  to  know  from  any  readers  possessing 
specimens  that  show  these  unusual  markings  is:  a)  how  many  of  the  kind  they  have;  b)  their 
Seaby  classification  numbers  where  known,  and  c)  the  mint  of  issue.  The  information  is 
needed  for  an  investigation  of  the  manipulation  of  the  currency  practised  by  Henry  VII  in 
1492  when  funds  were  required  for  a  military  campaign  in  France.
